NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 21st January, 2011 

No. H-l 1019/12/2010-Leg. II.— WHEREAS the Constitution (Sixty-first 
Amendment) Act 1988 was enacted to amend article 326 of the Constitution 
lowering the voting age from twenty-one years to eighteen years so as to provide the 
unrepresented youth of the country an opportunity to give vent to their feelings and 
help them to become a part of the political process; 

AND, WHEREAS, the Central Government is concerned about greater 
participation of citizens in the country's electoral process as against the present level 
of apathy and non-involvement among certain sections, especially the youth 
including the new voters in the electoral process; 

AND, WHEREAS, it has been resolved to spread awareness among all sections 
of voters regarding effective participation in the electoral process to make our 
democracy a vibrant democracy; and to take up a vigorous exercise to identify all 
eligible voters attaining the age of eighteen years as on the 1 st day of January every 
year, in all the polling station areas of the country and to enroll them on time by the 
Election Commission; 

And, WHEREAS, it has been decided to hand over to all new voters, Elector 
Photo Identity Cards on the 25 th day of January every year at a felicitation to be 
organised in each polling station area all over the country so as to give the youth a 
sense of responsible citizenship, empowerment, pride and participation and to inspire 
them to exercise their newly acquired franchise, when occasion arises; 
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AND, WHEREAS, the newly registered voters shall be felicitated on the 25 th 
January every year in a ceremony arranged by the Election Commission in 
association with recognised National and State level political parties, Panchayat 
organisations, academic institutions, civil society groups, media, etc,, to popularise 
electoral participation and advance voters’ education, wherein Elector Photo Identity 
Cards shall be distributed to them; 

AND, WHEREAS, this initiative will serve as a reminder to all eligible voters in 
the country towards their responsibility to participate in the electoral process and to 
inculcate in them a commitment to democratic electoral process that leads to greater 
participation; 

NOW, THEREFORE, the Central Government has decided to observe the 25 th 
day of January, every year, being the Election Commission’s foundation day, as the 
‘National Voters DaV* beginning from this year, throughout the country without 
declaring it as a holiday; and to provide to the new voters with Elector Photo Identity 
Cards and badges with a logo depicting the slogan“Proud to be a voter-Ready to vote’ 
in a brief ceremony in a befitting manner to be organised by the Election 
Commission for the purpose.
